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CARDIFF  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council. 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  Circular  170/47  (Wales)  which  has  been  received  from  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health,  they  request  that  the  Council  will  direct 
that  the  Annual  Report  for  1947  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  be 
prepared  on  the  lines  as  indicated  in  Circular  13/47  (Wales). 

My  report  for  last  year  included  a number  of  tables  giving 
statistics  covering  a period  of  fifty  years  dealing  with  such  matters 
as  Population,  Births,  Deaths,  Infant  Mortality  and  the  Incidence 
of  Infectious  Diseases  over  the  period,  and  I hope  that  it  will  serve 
as  a useful  reference. 

The  year  has  been  one  in  which  the  general  standard  of  health 
in  your  district  has  been  maintained  at  a good  level,  although  the 
calorific  value  of  the  food  which  is  allowed  on  rationed  goods  falls 
below  what  was  considered  adequate  to  maintain  a good  standard 
of  health.  Works  canteens,  milk  and  dinners  in  schools,  have  no 
doubt  been  of  great  assistance  to  certain  members  of  the  community, 
whilst  the  less  fortunate  have  had  to  make  do  on  the  permitted 
rations,  with  a result  that  the  variety  of  foodstuffs  has  been  some- 
what restricted  and  together  with  the  bread  and  potato  rationing, 
the  position  has  been  even  more  difficult. 

About  the  middle  of  the  year  there  started  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  notifications  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  (Infantile 
Paralysis)  in  the  County  and  your  district  was  not  so  fortunate 
as  in  the  epidemic  of  1937  when  no  cases  were  reported,  as  in  the 
five  months,  August  to  December,  13  cases  were  notified,  and  in 
8 of  these  cases,  diagnosis  was  confirmed  after  admission  to  hospital. 
Fortunately  there  were  no  deaths,  but  some  cases  were  gravely  ill 
and  but  for  timely  treatment  the  results  would  have  been  much 
more  serious.  In  the  body  of  the  report  will  be  found  details  of 
these  cases. 

As  regards  other  infectious  diseases,  the  year  has  been  note- 
worthy by  the  complete  absence  of  any  cases  of  Diphtheria,  which 
is  the  first  time  that  this  has  ever  been  attained.  This  result  has 
been  brought  about  by  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  campaign 
which  has  been  going  on  for  some  years.  It  is  of  interest  to  recall 
that  in  the  year  1900  there  were  113  cases  of  diphtheria  notified 
which  resulted  in  20  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever  still  continues  to  be  of  a mild  type  and  where 
conditions  in  the  home  are  satisfactory  for  home  nursing  the  cases 
are  not  removed  to  hospital. 

Tuberculosis  has  remained  at  much  the  average  level,  there 
being  45  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  5 cases  of  Non- Pulmonary 
notified. 
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Housing  conditions  in  certain  parts  of  your  district  are  very 
difficult  and  the  conditions  under  which  some  of  the  inhabitants 
have  to  live  are  extemely  unsatisfactory,  both  from  an  overcrowding 
standpoint  and  in  a number  of  cases  mixing  of  the  sexes. 

The  Rural  Housing  Survey  which  has  been  conducted,  so  far 
shews  that  there  are  18-1%  of  properties  which  fall  short  of  a 
desirable  standard  of  fitness  and  the  defects  are  such  that  they  are 
incapable  of  being  made  fit,  but  nevertheless  owing  to  the  restriction 
on  building  materials,  etc.,  the  shortcomings  cannot  at  the  present 
time  be  dealt  with.

THE  AREA. 


(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  City  and  County  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  The  Parade,  Cardiff.  These  are  quite  adequate  with 
the  exception  that  the  number  of  samples  that  are  permitted  to  be 
analysed  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  are  limited  to 
each  authority,  owing  to  the  lack  of  facilities  at  the  Laboratory.

(b)  Ambulance  Service. 

The  Council’s  Infectious  Disease  Ambulance  has  carried  on 
fairly  satisfactorily,  but  there  have  been  occasions  when  owing  to 
the  age  of  the  vehicle  it  has  been  difficult  to  obtain  any  necessary 
spare  parts,  in  fact,  should  any  major  fault  develop  alternative 
arrangements  will  have  to  be  made.  It  is  hoped  that  the  vehicle 
will  survive  until  the  new  ambulance  service  is  established. 

For  non-infectious  cases  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Service  at 
Cathedral  Road,  is  available.

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Tuberculosis. — There  are  three  centres  at  which  patients  from 
your  district  can  attend  for  examination  and  treatment.  They  are 
situated  at  No.  20,  Cathedral  Road,  Cardiff ; No.  26,  Newlands 
Street,  Barry  ; and  “ Glenview,”  Court  House  Street,  Pontypridd. 

At  the  centres,  examinations  including  X-ray  and  tests,  are 
carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Physicians. 

The  examinations  are  not  confined  to  persons  who  are  actually 
suffering  from  tuberculosis,  but  a large  number  of  persons  who  are 
contacts  are  also  examined,  with  the  idea  of  detecting  any  evidence 
of  tubercular  infection  as  soon  as  possible  and  so  giving  the  patient 
a better  opportunity  of  being  cured. 

It  is  the  practice  upon  receiving  a notification  of  a case  of 
tuberculosis  to  follow  this  up  by  a visit  to  the  home  by  the  Health 
Visitor,  who,  as  a result  of  her  visit,  completes  Form  M235/1  which 
gives  full  particulars  as  regards  the  home  conditions,  etc.,  and  one 
of  these  forms  is  then  sent  on  to  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  who  is 
in  charge  of  the  case. 

Of  the  primary  notifications  which  were  received  during  the 
year  4 were  received  from  private  practitioners  and  46  from  the 
tuberculosis  physicians  at  the  clinics. 

In  all  cases  of  non -pulmonary  disease,  that  is,  where  either 
the  glands,  bones,  joints  or  abdomen  are  involved,  it  is  the  practice 
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to  try  and  trace  the  possible  source  of  infection  and  so  the  milk 
supply  which  has  been  consumed  by  these  patients  is  submitted 
to  examination. 

Venereal  Diseases. — There  are  three  centres  to  which  patients 
are  referred  or  can  go  at  their  own  free  will.  They  are  situated  at 
Glossop  Terrace  (females  only),  Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public 
Health  Centre,  Woodland  Road,  Barry. 

At  any  of  these  centres  all  advice  and  treatment  is  free  of 
charge. 

A number  of  persons  resort  to  these  centres  to  ascertain  if  they 
are  actually  infected  with  venereal  disease  or  not,  and  those  who 
are  affected  are  given  the  opportunity  to  receive  treatment  at 
regular  and  stated  times  and  they  are  encouraged  to  persist  in  their 
treatment  until  the  cure  has  been  effected. 

It  is  the  practice  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  in  your  District  to 
have  the  blood  examined  to  detect  any  abnormal  condition. 


(e)  Hospitals. 

Any  patients  that  are  examined  at  your  clinics  and  for  whom 
hospital  treatment  is  necessary  are  referred  to  the  appropriate 
department  in  the  first  instance  at  the  Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary. 

Of  the  children  under  five  years  who  are  not  attending  school 
that  are  referred,  the  chief  defects  are  for  ear,  nose  and  throat 
conditions,  some  eye  defects  and  quite  a number  for  the  treatment 
of  neavi  (birthmarks). 

Most  of  the  cases  of  squint  and  defective  vision  are  referred 
to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council’s  clinics,  by  arrangement. 

A few  cases  requiring  more  serious  operations  are  admitted 
either  to  the  Royal  Infirmary  or  to  Llandough  Hospital. 

Children  suffering  from  orthopaedic  defects  are  referred  to  the 
Out-Patient  Department  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  Hospital,  The 
Parade,  Cardiff  and  during  the  year  under  review  76  cases  were 
referred,  fortunately  none  were  admitted  as  in-patients. 


MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  Council  has  been  most  progressive  in  the  matter  of  providing 
maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  in  this  area  and  again  this  year 
I have  to  report  on  the  establishing  of  a new  centre  at  the  Reading 
Room,  Bonvilston.  This  centre  serves  St.  Nicholas,  Bonvilston, 
The  Forestry  Commission  houses  and  Welsh  St.  Donats,  also 
Llantrithyd. 
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The  centre  was  opened  on  the  29th  May,  1947,  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council,  Councillor  C.  G.  Traherne,  j.p.,  d.l.  The  Chairman 
of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  together  with  other 
members  of  the  Council  were  present.  Attendances  have  fully 
justified  the  establishment  of  the  centre  and  it  has  been  much 
appreciated  by  the  mothers  in  the  district.  The  sessions  are  held 
on  the  third  Thursday  afternoon  each  month.

During  the  year  the  attendances  of  ante -natal  cases  at  Dinas 
Powis  were  found  to  be  increasing  and  the  Council  decided  that 
separate  sessions  should  be  held  and  the  new  arrangement  started 
in  January,  1947. 

The  number  of  mothers  who  attend  for  post-natal  examinations 
is  somewhat  disappointing,  but  the  figures  do  not  give  a true  picture 
as  those  mothers  who  are  confined  at  the  City  Lodge  Hospital 
usually  attended  for  the  post-natal  examination  there,  within  six 
weeks  of  their  confinement. 
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In  conjunction  with  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service 
it  is  the  practice  for  samples  of  blood  to  be  taken  from  the  expectant 
mothers  and  this  is  submitted  for  examination.  The  underlying 
principle  is  that  the  bloods  are  grouped  and  should  it  be  necessary 
for  a mother  to  receive  a blood  transfusion  at  a later  date  then  all 
the  data  is  ready  in  advance  for  this  to  be  carried  out  without  delay. 

There  is  a further  reason  for  the  examination  to  be  made  and 
this  is  mainly  to  do  with  the  infant  whose  survival  may  depend 
upon  the  correct  appreciation  of  its  blood  group. 

As  reported  in  my  report  for  last  year,  the  conditions  at  the 
Whitchurch  Centre  are  far  from  ideal  for  carrying  out  the  work  in 
a proper  manner  and  the  plans  which  were  mentioned  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  a new  centre  were,  unfortunately,  not  approved, 
on  account  of  the  difhculties  in  the  way  of  erecting  new  buildings. 
I would  recommend  that  as  soon  as  conditions  are  favourable  for 
buildings  to  be  erected  that  the  position  should  be  reviewed, 
although  the  responsible  authority  will  be  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  with  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act. 

Institutional  Treatment  for  Mothers  and  Children. 

The  number  of  mothers  who  apply  for  admission  to  the  City 
Lodge  Hospital  for  their  confinement  continues  to  increase.  This 
is  no  doubt  due  to  the  difficulties  experienced  in  making  satisfactory 
arrangements  for  the  confinement  to  take  place  in  their  own  homes 
or  rooms  and  also  the  difficulties  in  obtaining  assistance  in  the 
home. 

I feel  I should  refer  to  the  excellent  treatment  which  our 
mothers  receive  at  the  City  Lodge.  The  medical  and  nursing 
care  leaves  nothing  to  be  desired  and  without  exception  the 
institution  receives  full  praise  from  the  mothers  who  have  been 
fortunate  enough  to  gain  admission.  The  one  regret  is  that  the 
hospital  authorities  have  asked  us  to  keep  down  the  number  of  our 
bookings  to  the  absolute  minimum,  owing  to  the  extreme  shortage 
of  available  beds. 

Health  Visitors.

Dental  Treatment. 

The  number  of  mothers  who  fail  to  appreciate  the  importance 
of  receiving  dental  treatment  is  still  very  large.  It  is  a most  regrett- 
able feature  to  find  that  a service  is  provided  which  entails  full 
dental  care,  even  to  the  provision  of  dentures  at  a very  small  cost, 
and  is  not  made  more  use  of. 

The  Dental  Services  are  provided  by  arrangement  with  the 
Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the  clinics  are  provided  at 
Whitchurch,  Penarth,  Barry,  Caerphilly  and  Bridgend,  the  patients 
being  referred  to  the  centre  which  is  nearest  to  their  homes. 

Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

There  has  been  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  children  who 
have  been  referred  to  the  Prince  of  Wales  Orthopaedic  Hospital  for 
advice  and  treatment. 

Whilst  the  number  is  large,  the  defects,  in  the  main,  are  not 
very  serious,  and  the  great  majority,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  list 
which  follows,  simply  have  to  have  alterations  made  to  their  shoes. 
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but  nevertheless,  if  these  minor  deformities  were  not  attended  to 
when  the  child  was  young,  more  serious  results  would  arise  in  later 
life,  a true  case  of  Prevention  versus  Cure.

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Home  Helps. 

During  the  year  it  has  only  been  possible  to  employ  on  an 
average  two  home  helps,  but  the  persons  who  have  been  employed 
have  given  every  satisfaction  and  this  is  shewn  by  the  appreciative 
letters  which  have  been  received. 

Repeated  applications  have  been  made  to  the  Ministry  of 
Labour’s  Local  Officer  for  Home  Helps,  but  it  appears  to  be  almost 
impossible  to  obtain  such  persons. 

On  the  other  hand,  although  we  have  only  had  two  home 
helps  there  have  been  occasions  when  this  service  has  not  been 
jn  demand. 

Repayment  for  these  services  is  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Council’s  scale  of  income,  in  the  case  of  home  helps  repayment  is 
not  in  excess  of  £2  2s.  Od.  and  domestic  helps  not  in  excess  of 
£3  3s.  Od.  per  week,  plus  travelling  expenses. 

The  wages  paid  to  home  helps  is  £3  3s.  Od.  per  week. 

Care  of  Premature  Infants. 

By  a premature  infant,  is  meant  a baby  who  is  5|  lbs.  or  less 
in  weight  at  birth  and  the  notificltion  of  birth  cards  which  are  sent 
in  to  the  department  ask  for  the  weight  of  the  child.  The  special 
basket  cots,  blankets,  etc.,  which  are  provided  in  the  department 
have  not  been  called  into  use  on  as  many  occasions  as  was  antici- 
pated, but  where  they  have  been  used  they  have  been  of  great 
service  in  protecting  the  baby.  A number  of  these  infants  have 
been  born  in  hospital  where  all  the  conditions  are  already  available. 
Upon  discharge  of  the  babies  from  hospital  a notification  is  received 
and  the  cases  are  seen  by  the  Health  Visitor  as  soon  as  possible.

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Section  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
WATER. 

A record  of  the  results  obtained  from  samples  of  water  taken 
at  various  points  in  the  mains  supply,  wells  and  springs  throughout 
the  district  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  appears  on  page  24  and  it  will  be  seen 
that,  generally,  a satisfactory  standard  of  purity  has  been  main- 
tained in  the  Public  Mains  Supply.  Public  wells  and  springs  were 
fairly  satisfactory  and  the  private  supply  to  Creigiau  shewed  an 
improvement  on  the  readings  for  previous  years,  but  I would  point 
out  that  this  is  largely  due  to  the  heavy  dosing  of  chlorination  at 
the  reservoir  which  is  necessary  to  retain  a good  standard  of  purity. 
The  private  supply  to  Glyn  Cory  shews  a series  of  unsatisfactory 
bacteriological  reports  and  consumers  dependent  on  this  source  of 
supply  have  been  advised  to  boil  water  intended  for  drinking 
purposes. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  plumbo  solvency  in  any  of  the  Council’s 
supplies. 

A piped  supply  of  water  is  provided  in  each  of  the  thickly 
populated  parishes  throughout  the  area,  but  a number  of  small 
hamlets  and  groups  of  houses  in  scattered  districts  are  still  dependent 
on  wells  and  springs  which  are  totally  inadequate  and  some  of  which 
are  of  doubtful  purity.  Schemes  under  the  provisions  of  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  are  in  course  of  preparation 
and  a list  of  the  proposed  schemes  in  order  of  priority,  as  outlined 
by  your  Surveyor  and  approved  by  the  Council  appears  on  page  26. 
Schemes  Nos.  1,  3,  4 and  5,  were  subject  of  a Public  Enquiry  held  at 
Bonvilston  in  January,  1947,  when  evidence  in  support  of  the  scheme 
was  submitted  by  several  of  your  Officers.  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  W. 
Farrow,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  for  the  following  information  in 
connection  with  this  and  other  schemes  receiving  consideration 
by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

Bonvilston  and  Welsh  St.  Donatts. 

Final  approval  has  been  received  from  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  for  the  following  works  required  to  supplement  the 
Bonvilston  Water  Supply  to  serve  an  extended  area,  including 
Glyn  Cory,  Peterston,  Pendoylan  and  Welsh  St.  Donatts  : — 

Additional  Storage  Tank,  and 

High  Level  Tower  and  Pumping  Station  near  Lilypot 
Farm. 

Additional  Pumping  Machinery  at  Peterston  Pumping 
Station. 

New  Mains  at  Pendoylan,  Welsh  St.  Donatts  and  Glyn  Cory. 
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Extension  of  Mains  to  Tumble  Hill,  St.  Georges. 

Approval  for  this  Scheme  has  been  deferred  indefinitely  owing 
to  the  high  average  cost  per  property  involved. 


Proposed  new  main  south  of  Cowbridge  Road  to  serve  Llancadle, 
Moulton,  Walterston,  St.  Lythans  Village,  and  Duffryn  Village  ; 
also  extension  to  Allt-Las,  to  Ffroes-y-Crydd  and  Maendy. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  have  been  unable  to  approve  a 
grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944, 
towards  this  Scheme.  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 
through  the  County  Agricultural  Officer,  are  to  ascertain  from  the 
owners  and  occupiers  of  agricultural  properties  whether  they  are 
prepared  to  contribute  towards  the  cost.  This  matter  will  then 
be  further  considered. 


Rudry  and  Rhydygwern  (Draethan). 

The  Waterloo  Section  has  been  approved  and  final  plans  and 
contract  documents  are  now  receiving  consideration  by  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health.  Upon  receiving  the  Board’s  approval.  Tenders 
will  be  invited. 

The  Draethan  Section  and  the  provision  of  an  additional 
Service  Tank  have  been  deferred  owing  to  the  high  average  cost 
per  property  involved. 

The  source  of  the  Rudry  Supply  on  Coes-y-whips  has  been 
investigated  and  the  area  around  Spring  “ B ” cleared  with  a view 
to  augmenting  the  present  supply  and  recent  analyses  show  the 
water  to  be  satisfactory  in  quality. 


Creigiau. 

A scheme  to  supersede  and  augment  the  existing  private 
supply  to  Creigiau  has  now  been  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  for  their  consideration  of  a grant  towards  the  cost  under 
the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 

Terms  have  also  been  arranged  with  the  Castell-y-Mynach 
Estate  for  taking  over  (on  lease)  by  the  Council  of  the  existing 
reservoir  and  ancillary  plant. 
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Van. 

The  pressure  in  the  Mains  at  Van  is  now  improved  and  a scheme 
to  supply  Wernddu  Row  and  adjacent  properties  has  been  prepared 
and  will  be  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  consider- 
ation of  a grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Act,  1944. 

A period  of  severe  drought  in  mid-summer  extending  over  a 
period  of  twelve  weeks,  affected  many  parts  of  the  district,  partic- 
larly  those  dependent  on  wells,  springs  and  rainwater  storage 
tanks.  The  severity  of  the  drought  was  such  that  wells  and  springs 
which  were  known  to  have  given  a continuous  supply  for  twenty 
years,  completely  failed.  The  Council  provided  an  emergency 
supply  from  the  Council’s  mains  at  Pentyrch  to  the  private 
reservoir  of  the  Castell-y-Mynach  Estate  and  for  this  purpose  a 
quarter  of  a mile  of  2-inch  hose  was  used  to  connect  the  two  mains 
supplies.  A supply  by  means  of  haulage  was  provided  in  Llancadle 
and  Moulton  Districts.  I am  also  indebted  to  the  Water  Depart- 
ment of  the  Cardiff  Corporation  for  the  attention  given  to  cases  of 
emergency  which  occurred  in  their  statutory  area  of  supply  within 
the  Council’s  area. 


Leckwith. 

In  the  summer  of  last  year  it  was  reported  that  the  wells  at 
Leckwith  Village  had  dried  up  and  that  the  village  was  without 
water.  Immediate  contact  was  made  with  the  Waterworks 
Department  of  the  Cardiff  Corporation,  the  Statutory  Suppliers  in 
this  area,  who  undertook  to  provide  a 500-gallon  water  tank  in  the 
village  and  to  keep  the  same  supplied  with  water,  subject  to  the 
District  Council  being  prepared  to  pay  the  cost  of  hauling  the  tank 
and  water,  and  also  the  cost  of  the  water  consumed.  This  was 
agreed,  and  the  tank  was  brought  to  the  site  on  the  1st  August,  1947. 


Brooklands  Terrace,  Michaelston-le-Pit. 

Following  complaints  made  by  the  occupiers  of  Brooklands 
Terrace,  Michaelston-le-Pit  as  to  poor  pressure,  representations 
were  made  to  the  Cardiff  Corporation,  in  whose  area  of  supply 
these  properties  are  situated,  as  a result  of  which  a 400-gallon 
storage  tank  was  provided.  This  ensures  a supplementary  supply 
at  those  periods  of  the  day  when  pressure  at  the  Terrace  is  poor 
due  to  the  draw-off  in  the  district  of  Ely  during  times  of  heavy 
demand.

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  has  been  no  cause  for  complaint  during  the  year  of 
pollution  of  water  courses. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

All  the  private  contractors  throughout  the  district  carried  out 
the  work  of  scavenging  in  a satisfactory  manner  with  a minimum 
number  of  complaints.  This  important  public  work  requires 
constant  supervision  by  your  Inspectors. 

Some  dislocation  of  the  smooth  running  of  the  service  was 
caused  by  the  snow  blizzard  in  the  Spring,  but  this  was  soon 
rectified  when  the  thaw  occurred. 
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The  tipping  ground  at  Gwaelodygarth  has  been  well  looked 
after  and  no  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance.  It  is  rapidly 
being  filled  up  and  soon  other  tipping  space  for  the  large  body  of 
refuse  from  the  Whitchurch,  Radyr  and  Pentyrch  districts,  will 
have  to  be  found.  Suitable  sites  are  becoming  less  and  the  problem 
of  obtaining  a disposal  ground  will  present  great  difficulty  in  the 
near  future. 


CAMPING  SITES. 

There  were  two  licensed  camping  sites  within  the  area  during 
1947.  These  were  provided  with  washing  accommodation,  water 
closets  and  water  supply  and  were  satisfactorily  maintained. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

In  November,  1946,  deposit  gauges  were  placed  in  position 
at  Rhoose  and  Llancadle  for  the  measurement  of  dust  emitted  from 
the  stacks  of  the  cement  works  of  the  Aberthaw  and  Bristol  Channel 
Portland  Cement  Co.,  Ltd.,  Aberthaw,  the  samples  being  analysed 
locally  and  results  sent  to  the  Department  of  Fuel  Research,  East 
Greenwich. 

The  gauges  were  in  position  for  twelve  months  and  were  sold 
at  the  expiration  of  that  period. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  test,  a report  was  received  from  the 
Chief  Inspector  of  Alkali,  etc..  Works,  of  which  the  following  is  an 
extract  : — 

“No.  1 Kiln — Chain  system  and  micron  precipitator 

installed  11th  February,  1947. 

No.  .2  Kiln — Chain  system  and  micron  precipitator 

already  in  operation. 

No.  3 Kiln — Chain  system  and  micron  precipitator 

installed  21st  April,  1947.” 

Soluble  calcium  deposits  provide  an  indication  of  the  amount 
of  emission  from  a cement  works.  These  show  a very  marked 
improvement  since  the  end  of  March  when  the  new  equipment 
which  had  been  installed  began  working  under  proper  conditions. 
Allowing  for  an  inevitable  deposit  which  occurs  anywhere,  it 

appears  that  the  excess  calcium  de})osit  has  been  reduced  to  from 
14%  to  30%  of  its  former  value.  The  figure  for  total  solid  deposits, 
too,  in  comparison  with  other  places  indicate  the  absence  of  any 
gross  pollution.

ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

There  were  no  properties  treated  for  bed  bugs  during  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately-owned  swimming  baths  open 
to  the  public  in  any  part  of  the  area. 


SCHOOLS. 

Precautions  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  are 
taken  in  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  the  Memorandum 
of  Closure  and  Exclusion  from  School,  1927. 
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RATS  AND  MICE 
(Rodent  Control). 


This  particular  branch  of  Public  Health  has  been  incorporated 
into  a Department  in  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Research  is  constantly  being  carried  out  and  the  benefits  of  this 
research  passed  to  the  Local  Authorities  for  use  in  their  control. 


Commencing  the  29th  September,  1947,  on  a share  cost  basis 
between  the  Ministry  and  the  Council,  a scheme  known  as  N.S.  12 
was  begun  and  the  staff  consisting  of  a Super  visor /Driver,  a Clerk 
and  eight  rodent  operatives,  was  appointed. 


In  brief,  this  scheme  entails  the  survey  of  all  private  and 
business  premises  in  the  built  up  areas  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District 
and,  where  rats  or  mice  are  found,  the  eradication  of  same,  using 
the  methods  approved  by  the  Ministry. 


The  method  of  treatment  is  as  follows  : — 

An  area  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  is  baited,  and  the  takes 
of  bait  are  tabulated.  This  pre-baiting  is  continued  for  an  un- 
interrupted period  of  four  days,  and  on  the  fifth  day,  poison  is 
introduced  to  the  bait,  the  residue  of  this  poison  bait,  together 
with  the  bodies  of  rats  destroyed  is  then  picked  up  on  the  sixth 
day.  A period  of  generally  two  weeks  is  permitted  to  elapse  and 
the  area  is  then  test  baited.  Should  this  test  baiting  prove 
negative  the  area  is  considered  free  of  rats,  however  should  there 
be  takes  of  test  bait,  the  area  is  then  re-treated  until  such  time  as 
there  is  no  positive  take.  These  further  treatments  may  entail 
the  introduction  of  different  baits  and  poisons.  This  cannot  be  a 
guarantee  of  a clearance  of  rats  in  the  treated  area  because  of 
neglect  and  carelessness  of  people  with  food  and  the  lack  of  rat 
proofing  buildings.

Airey  Type  Houses. 

The  Council  entered  into  arrangements  for  the  purchase  of  30 
Airey  Type  Houses  and  decided  that  these  should  be  distributed  in 
five  groups  of  six  in  the  following  areas  : — 

(a)  Rhoose  ; 

(5)  St.  Georges  ; 

(c)  Peterston-s.-Ely  ; 

{d)  Llanilterne  ; 

(e)  Bonvilston. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  sites  in  the  case  of  {a),  {b),  (c),  and 
(6?)  had  been  acquired  and  that  further  investigations  were  pro- 
ceeding as  regards  (e). 

Strict  supervision  of  labour  and  materials  continued  during 
the  year  and  licensing  arrangements,  similar  to  those  of  1946,  were 
in  force.  Certain  material  was  available  in  larger  quantities  and 
ceased  to  be  subject  to  the  issue  of  permits  but,  in  the  main,  scarcity 
was  again  much  in  evidence.  This  resulted  in  the  further  dilapid- 
ation of  existing  property  and  your  Inspectors  directed  their 
efforts  to  endeavouring  to  maintain  dwelling  houses  reasonably 
wind  and  weatherproof.  Even  so,  delays  occurred  in  the  carrying 
out  of  essential  repairs  with  unhappy  consequences  to  occupiers. 
An  additional  factor  which,  whilst  not  relieving  owners  of  statutory 
liability  to  repair  their  properties,  has  been  a very  real  hardship, 
is  the  great  disparity  between  pre-war  rents  and  post-war  building 
costs.  In  many  cases,  owners  have  suggested  that  the  Council 
should  take  over  old  property  having  regard  to  the  high  cost  of 
urgently  essential  repairs  as  against  the  very  small  return. 


Rural  Housing  Survey. 

The  Survey  commenced  in  1946  continued  throughout  the 
year.  Its  purpose  is  to  enable  the  Council  to  frame  a long  term 
programme  for  the  demolition  or  closure  of  unfit  property,  the 
improvement  of  conditions  in  those  cases  where  this  can  be  carried 
out  at  a reasonable  cost,  and  the  abatement  of  overcrowding. 
After  thorough  inspection  and  recording,  the  dwelling-house  is 
placed  into  one  of  the  four  following  groups  : — 

1.  Fit  in  all  respects. 

2.  Requiring  minor  repair  only. 

3.  Requiring  major  repairs  and  structural  alterations, 
but  capable  of  being  made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost 
(i.e..  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936). 

4.  Unfit  for  human  habitation  and  incapable  of  being 
made  fit  at  a reasonable  cost  (i.e.,  Sections  11  or  25  of 
the  Housing  Act,  1936). 

For  the  purpose  of  classification,  the  condition  of  the  property 
is  measured  against  the  standard  of  fitness  decided  upon  by  the 
Glamorgan  Joint  Advisory  Committee.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  percentage  of  houses  in  categories  1 
and  2 has  risen  when  compared  with  the  figure  for  the  31st  December, 
1946,  whilst  categories  3 and  4 have  correspondingly  decreased. 
This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  when  the  survey  was  first  commenced, 
an  effort  was  made  to  inspect  the  worst  property  first  and  as  the 
survey  has  progressed  the  better  class  and  more  recently  built 
houses  have  been  included. 

During  the  year  some  progress  was  made  in  the  classification 
of  further  individually  unfit  properties,  demolition  orders  being 
made  in  the  follwowing  cases  : —

Operation  of  the  demolition  orders  was  suspended  pending 
the  provision  of  houses  to  accommodate  displaced  persons.  No.  13, 
Heol-y-felin  has  since  been  closed,  with  a view  to  proposals  being 
submitted  in  due  course  for  the  conversion  of  Nos.  13  and  15  into 
one  property. 


Cardiff  Rural  No.  10,  11  and  12,  Clearance  Orders,  1947. 

As  work  on  the  building  of  50  new  houses  on  the  old  blast 
furnace  site  at  Gwaelodygarth  was  making  progress,  in  April,  1947, 
a report  was  placed  before  the  Council  with  respect  to  the  condition 
of  properties  situated  on  the  mountain  side  from  Colliers  Arms 
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Cottages  to  Garth  Row.  This  group  comprised  36  houses  which,

Objections  were  received  from  the  owners  of  premises  included 
in  the  Orders  Nos.  10  and  12  and,  accordingly,  a Public  Local 
Enquiry  was  held  at  the  Bethlehem  Chapel  Vestry,  Gwaelodygarth 
on  the  16th  October,  1947,  by  C.  F.  Ward,  Esq.,  one  of  H.M. 
Inspectors.  In  the  main,  the  objections  raised  were  that  the  present 
time  is  inopportune  to  demolish  property  and  that  the  question 
should  be  deferred  for  a number  of  years.  The  Inspector  inspected 
each  house  included  in  the  three  areas  and  the  Orders  were  sub- 
sequently confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  9th  January,  1948.

MILK  (Special  Designations)  REGULATIONS,  1936  and  1946. 

Licences  for  the  production  of  T.T.  and  Accredited  Milk  are 
granted  by  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  these  licences  also 
cover  the  bottling  of  graded  milk  where  this  is  carried  out  at  the 
place  of  production. 

A licence  to  produce  T.T.  milk  is  granted  after  all  cows  in 
the  herd  have  satisfied  a tuberculin  test  and  for  accredited  pro- 
uction  the  animals  are  subjected  to  a thorough  clinical  examination 
and  at  regular  intervals  thereafter.  Premises  have  to  be  provided 
with  an  abundant  and  satisfactory  water  supply  and  facilities  for 
the  steam  sterilisation  of  apparatus  and  utensils  are  also  required.

The  bulk  of  milk  produced  in  the  district  is  conveyed  to  Cardiff 
or  Barry  to  large  dairymen,  where,  in  many  cases,  it  is  subjected 
to  heat  treatment.  The  condition  of  churns  returned  from  the 
wholesale  dairymen  to  the  producers  has  been  cause  for  complaint 
and  the  matter  has  been  taken  up  with  the  Authority  in  whose 
area  the  dairy  is  situated.  Many  of  the  farms  in  the  district  are 
off  the  line  of  existing  water  mains  and  whilst  much  has  been  done 
by  owners  with  the  aid  of  the  grant  made  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  there  still  remain  a number  of  producers 
who  have  to  depend  on  wells  or  rainwater  storage.  This  is  not 
satisfactory,  as  a piped  supply  of  wholesome  water  is  a first  essential 
for  clean  milk  production. 

Under  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  we  take  42  samples 
yearly  for  examination  for  tubercle  bacillus.  The  figure  is  limited 
owing  to  practical  difficulties  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  much  of  the  milk  exported  from  the  district 
is  heat-treated,  the  samples  taken  by  your  Inspectors  are  usually 
confined  to  those  supplies  produced  and  distributed  in  its  raw 
state  in  your  area.  Should  any  sample  prove  positive  for  tubercle, 
the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries  immediately  visits  the  farm  and  takes  steps,  by  a 
process  of  elimination  or  otherwise,  to  trace  the  offending  cow  or 
cows.  These  are  then  slaughtered  and  compensation  paid 
according  to  what  stage  the  disease  has  reached.

The  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947, 
dated  the  2nd  April,  1947,  requires,  interalia,  that  ice-cream 
intended  for  sale  shall  be  either  pasteurised  or  manufactured  from 
a complete  cold-mix  powder.  The  Regulations  are  not  in  operation 
in  their  entirety,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  the  necessary 
apparatus,  but  when  read  in  conjunction  with  Section  13  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938  they  will  ensure  that  the  old  practice 
of  preparing  ice-cream  under  unhygienic  conditions  will  no  longer 
be  permitted. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1933. 


Notices  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Food  of  licences 
issued  for  the  slaughter  of  bacon  pigs,  and  during  the  year,  644 
carcases  were  examined,  of  which  the  following  were  found  to  be 
affected  with  tuberculosis  : — 

(a)  One  carcase  and  organs  ; 

{b)  40  heads. 

5 livers  were  destroyed  on  account  of  parasites,  necrosis 
and  abscesses. 

The  percentage  of  carcases  affected  with  tuberculosis  was  6-3. 
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Section  F. 

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  which  were 
notified  was  420,  as  compared  with  164  for  the  previous  year. 
This  increase  was  accounted  for  by  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
measles  and  whooping  cough. 

For  the  first  time,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  note,  there  was  not 
a single  positive  case  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year.  When 
one  considers  that  it  is  only  within  the  last  ten  years  that  the 
campaign  for  immunising  children  against  diphtheria  has  been 
actively  pursued,  it  is  indeed  a record  of  achievement. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  numbered  52  and  only  39  cases 
were  admitted  to  hospital.  Where  the  home  conditions  are 
satisfactory  and  there  are  no  other  children  in  the  home,  removal 
to  hospital  has  not  been  insisted  upon. 


Poliomyelitis. 

During  the  summer  months  I was  called  out  in  consultation 
to  see  a suspected  case  of  Poliomyelitis.  The  diagnosis  was  con- 
firmed and  the  case  removed  to  hospital.  During  the  next  few 
months  a further  12  cases  were  notified,  some  of  which  the  diagnosis 
was  not  confirmed,  but  the  signs  and  symptoms  were  sufficiently 
suggestive  for  further  tests  to  be  carried  out.  The  table  on  page  45 
gives  particulars  of  the  cases  before  admission  and  also  the  con- 
dition on  discharge  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  was  no 
case  of  a death  occurring,  and  the  resulting  paralysis  was  not  of  a 
severe  degree. 


Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria. 

The  work  in  connection  with  immunisation  has  been  of  prime 
importance  in  the  Health  Department  and  whilst  it  can  be  said 
that  the  majority  of  parents  welcome  and  seek  protection  for  their 
infants,  there  is  still  a proportion  of  parents  who  have  to  be  pressed 
and  persuaded  to  bring  their  children  along  for  treatment. 

We  have  records  of  many  cases  which  have  been  sent  for  as 
many  as  twenty  or  more  times  and  in  addition  have  been  visited 
by  your  Health  Visitors  on  a number  of  occasions.  The  most 
difficult  person  to  deal  with  is  the  mother  who  promises  to  attend 
when  she  is  sent  for  and  then  fails  in  her  attendance. 

A large  number  of  schools  have  been  visited  and  re-visited  for 
the  purpose  of  giving  “ boosting  doses  ” at  the  age  of  5 and  10  years, 
and  in  addition  a number  of  children  who  have  missed  the  treatment

It  is  estimated  that  at  the  31st  December,  1947,  the  following 
total  children  resident  in  the  Council’s  area  had  been  immunised  : 

Aged  1-5  years  ..  1,774,  representing  61%  of  the  estimated 

child  population  between  1 and  5 years. 

Aged  5-15  years  . . 3,600,  representing  91.07%  of  the  estimated 

child  population  between  5 and  15  years. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  notified  was  50  as 
against  40  for  the  previous  year,  and  the  deaths  recorded  were  19 
as  against  13. 

The  ratio  of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  is  very  low  and  in 
no  case  has  it  been  necessary  to  communicate  with  the  practitioner 
during  the  year  with  regard  to  non -notification. 
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The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  cases  periodically  according  to  the 
type  of  case  and  in  all  cases  supply  the  Tuberculosis  Physician  with 
Form  M236/1  duly  completed,  giving  particulars  of  the  home 
conditions. 

Unfortunately  there  are  a certain  number  of  patients  whose 
home  conditions  prevent  the  proper  isolation  being  afforded  and 
the  consequent  risk  to  other  members  of  the  family  is  great.  The 
Council  have  recognised  this  danger  and  have  adopted  the  principle 
of  giving  a certain  degree  of  priority  to  these  cases  in  the  allocation 
of  new  houses. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council 
and  Chief  Officials  of  the  other  Departments,  together  with  the 
Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  for  their  valued  assistance  and 
co-operation  throughout  the  year.
